Washington, May 23.—Attorney- 
General Daugherty, for the first time, 
has broken his silence to reply to 
those who have criticized him for 
‘his connection with the Morse case 
and for his alleged laxity in the 
prosecution of war grafters. 

Daugherty said hig connection with 
the Morse care had been “clearly 
shown” by correspondence between 
former Attorney General Wickersham 
and Ex-President Taft. He declared 
war fraud cases will be prosecuted 
as expeditiously as possible. 

Here ig Daugherty’s statement: 

“The correspondence of Ex-Pres- 
ident Taft and Attorney-General 
Wickersham, which was again pub- 
lished this month, clearly shows my 
connection with the Morse case of 
many years ago, both civil and 


criminal. 
Questions Motives. 

“The incentive and motives in- 
spiring this and other agitation will 
not accomplish the results hoped for 
by those behind the scenes. 

“The various prosecutions of war 
fraud cases will be carried out as ex- 
peditiqnsly as possible, irrespective of 
these and other activities and attacks, 
which will be expected. 

J have faith that the people of 
the country, appreciate the situation 
and have confidence in the depart- 
ment of justice being fair, —.

Memphis, Tenn., May 24.— Charles 
Frank, one of the organizers of the 
Jouthern Baseball association and un- 
til a few weeks ago manager of the 
Atlanta club, died at the home of 
Mrs. Frank Coleman, here, shortly 
after 1 o’clock this morning, after an 
illness of more than six months. 

Frank, who has been suffering from 
heart disease and other chronic trou- 
ble, came here from Bay St. Louis, 
Miss., where he spent the winter, about 
ten days ago. At that time his phy- 
sicians told him that his condition was 
critical, and death might come at any 
time. 

He had shown some slight improve- 
ment during the last few days, but 
last night began sinking rapidly. 

Frank was the manager of the 
Memphis club in 1901, 1902 and 1903, 
winning the Southern league pennant 
for this city in the latter year. In 
1904 he went to New Orleans and 
managed the club there for a number 
of years. Several years ago he went to 
Atlanta as manager, remaining there 
until his resignation a few weeks ago 
on account of ill health. 

“Charlie” Frank, as he was famil- 
iarly known to baseball fans through- 
out the south, was a native of Mobile, 
Ala., and was about fifty years old. 
His first baseball experience was gain- 
ed on the sand lots around his home 
town. Later he went to the old St. 
Louis Cardinals, for whom he played 
in the outfield for a number of years, 
afterwards going to the Columbus, 
Ohio, club. 

His first experience as manager 
was with the Memphis club, and he 
soon became known aS a power in

OF MANSLAUGHTER 
AGAINST YOUTHS 


Nine Boys Held for Invol- 
untary Manslaughter by 
Coroner’s Jury in Rock- 
ing Case. 


FOUR YOUNGER BOYS 
FOR JUVENILE COURT 


Defense Contends That 
Aspirin Tablets Contrib- 
uted to Death—Doctor 
Denies Contention. 


The nine boys held in the Fulton 
county tower in connection with the 
death of Carlos B. Stanley, 17-year 
old white Boy, who was fatally in- 
jured in West End Sunday night when 
he was attacked by 13 boys who 
hurled stones at him, were ordered 
held on an involuntary manslaughter 
charge by the coroner’s jury which 
investigated Stanley’s death Tuesday. 
All of the boys ordered held for the 
state courts were over 15 years of 
age, While the four boys held at po- 
lice station are only 13 years old, 
were ordered turned to the juvenile 
court. 

‘All of the nine boys held in the 
Tower since their arrest Monday 
made bond shortly after the 
coroner’s jury had reached a verdict. 
The bond was fixed at $1,000 in each 
case. 

Those held are Alvin W. Peck, 17 
years old, of 95 Pearce street; Bert 
Baisden, 15, 157 Tift street; Preston 
Heard, 16, 207 Tift street; Charles

years old, of 224 Stewart avenue; 
Fischer Maunen, 13, of 110 Elbert 
street; Dallas Dorman, 15, 11 Gillett 
street, and J. W. Maxwell, 14, 16 
Pearce street. 

Officer’s Son on Stand. 

The order to hold all thirteen youths 
came as the result of testimony given 
by Gilbert White, 13-yearold son 


ot Deputy -Sherif¢-J.-E. White, who 


was the mogt importaut witness pyt 
on the stand during the inquest. He 
denied that his three youthful com- 
panious who were turned over to the 
juvenile court had anything to do 
with the stoning of Stanley, declaring 
that they had been chased away by 
the older boys before the attack took 
place. He identified the nine boys 
held in the tower as being the ones 
who participated in the rock throw- 
ing which resulted in Stanley receiv- 
ing fatal injuries. 

Preceding him on the stand was 
Rudell Pulliam, who was with Stan- 
ley when he was injured. He failed 
to identify any of the rock throwers 
but gave the details of the attack. 
His testimony brought out the fact 
that Stanley and himself had escorted 
four girls home instead of one, as 
first reported.

Washington, May 23.—F reight rate 
reductions, it is now indicated, may 
have to be made by the interstate 
commerce commission, raffier than by 
the voluntary action of the railroad 
executives. 

The latter course was urged by 
Presidnet Harding in a conference 
with executives at the white house 
last Saturday. But the president 
doubts if the executives will consider 
it practicable to follow his sugges- 
tion. 

Voluntary action by the executives 
was considered preferable, because it 
would avoid the long and laborious 
hearings which necessarily precede 
any order for a change in rates from 
the interstate commerce commission. 
A series of rate hearings recently 
were conclude before the commission, 
but it has not been decided definitely 
how much rates will be cut, or how 
extensively the cut shall apply. 

Unverified Report. 

One report was that the commis- 
sion would reduce rates 10 per cent 
on basic commodities, but this could 
not be verified. 

Railroad executives advahced a 
large number of objections to the 
program proposed by the president, 
it was learned, The chief one seems 
to be that they desire assurances of 
reduced wages before they will reduce 
freight rates. Further, difficulty 
was encountered in endeavoring to 
harmonize the views of the executives, 
whose roads carried a large amount 
of a certain commodity. A road 
whose principal business was hauling 
coal, it was explained, would not 
be willing to consent to a reduction 
in that direction, while another road 
which hauled little coal was ready 
for 1 cut. 

Another difficulty was found in the 
fact that some of the eastern roads 
at the present time are making good 
profits, while western roads are not. 


The prosperity of the eastern roads 
was attributed to the fact there are 


unusually heavy shioments of coal at 
the present time because of the 
strike.

is a matter of government statistics, 
that six million people visit the na- 
tional forests of the west for recrea- 
tional purposes each year. This fact 
alone establishes their great value to 
the people when once dedicated for 
that purpose. A large portion of these 
people camp in the forests and moun- 
tains of those reservations for from 
two days to several weeks, and no 
feature of American life is more at- 
tractive to all the people than the 
privilege that the government gives 
them for enjoying during the summer 
months, the great outdoors. Let me 
say with all emphasis that there is 
no section of the United States fur- 
nishing a more attractive country for 
health and pleasure than the moun- 
tain section of Georgia. All of north 
Georgia abounds, as no other section 
does in the United States, in springs 
of pure limestone and freestone, iron, 
sulphur, magnesia and lithia. These 
features alone give north Georgia an 
advantage, assuring health for the 
campers and pleasure seekers that no 
other section, to my knowledge, gives. 
Nation-Wide Interest. 

“Beginning on the historic western 
border is kout mountain, from 
1,500 to 2,000 feet high, and a plateau 
of from five to ten miles wide. Pigeon 
mountain has an altitude averaging 
1,500 feet, and is 20 miles long. It

Washington, May 23.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Senator 
Thomas H. Watson, of Georgia, will 

ublish in his own paper next week 
his own version of the encounter with 
Senator Phipps on Monday, which has 
been published as a sensation of first 
m tude throughout the United 
States, 

Senator Watson will lead up to the 
encounter with Senator Phipps with 
a statement as to his objection to the 
confirmation of three names nomi- 
nated by the president for postmasters 
in ia, the nominations having 
been made upon recommendations of 
Republican Chairman J. L. Phillips. 
One of the nominations still pending 
is that of Jack Curran, of Savannah. 

The statement of Senator Watson, 
in part, which will be published as 
an editorial, follows: 


Part of Editorial. 


“Finally, after having failed to get 
rid of Curran's name in any other 
way, I requested the chairman of the 
postoffice committee, Senator Town- 
send, to name a subcommittee, before 
which I would appear and state the 
case against Curran and two others. 

“Chairman Townsend left it to me 
to name the members of this subcom- 
mittee, 1 that I could act on 
t myself if I wished to do so. 

“From a motive of delicacy, I did 
not name myself, but named Senators 
Phipps, Oddie and Helflin. 

“At that time, I supposed Phipps to 
be a gentleman, who would govern 
himself by the unwritten law of the 
senate. 


Submits Evidence. 

“I went before the subcommittee, 
showed them the affidavits in the case 
of Savannah, Tennille and Dixie, and 
told them that, while it was not the 
rule for a senator to state his reasons 
for personally objecting to a nomina- 
tion from his state, 1 would, out of 
consideration for the subcommittee, 
submit my evidence. 

“This 1 did, and the affidavits went 
into the possession of Senator Phipps. 

“To my utter amazement, he took 
sides with those whom I opposed, just 
as if he had been employed by them as 
their attorney. 

“He began a correspondence over 
my head with the friends of the nomi- 
nees at Savannah, Tennille and Dixie. 

a Phipps Asked Withdrawals. 

He has been doing this for several 
weeks, although he, himself, wrote to 
the poestmaster-general, asking that 
the nominations be withdrawn. 

“The deputy clerk of the commit- 
tee showed me a copy of the subcom- 
mittee’s letter to the postmaster-gen- 
eral and the original of his reply. 

“The substance of his reply was 
that it was not the policy of the de- 
partment to withdraw nominations 
once sent in by the president unless 
some cause was shown, 

“You can see at once that Senator 
Phipps, being in possession of the evi- 
dence against these nominees, should 
have immediately put into the hands 
of the postmaster-general the affi- 
davits so that he could act upon them. 

“Senator Phipps did not do this, 


Published Withdrawal Story. 
Let me remind you of what you 
may have forgotten. 

“Georgia newspapers carried a 
story sent out from Washington to 
the effect that the nominations would 
be withdrawn, I had given this state- 
ment to the reporters, as Senator 
Phipps had come to my seat in the 
senate and had told me that he would 
write to the postmaster-general to 
withdraw them. 

“Therefore, when Senator Phipps 
came to my seat again, last Saturday 
afternoon, and placed on my desk a 
large batch of letters, affidavits and 
statements in behalf of the men al- 
ready mentioned, I was dumfounded. 

“Making no comment at the time, 
I took the matter under careful con- 
sideration and was thinking about it 
during last Sunday. 

“The more I thought about it, the 
less I liked it, because Phipps had 
shown an utmost disregard of sena- 
torial courtesy and was dishonoring 
me in the eyes of my constituents. 

Charges Pigheadedness. 

“Already he had been urged by 
members of the senate and of the 
heuse to cease his objection to me in 
the matter of these appointments. 
Congressman Vinson had gone to him; 
Congressman Park had done so and a 
leading republican senator had urged 
him to let the matter drop, but he 
was deaf to ak remonstrances, and 
showed the utmost pigheadedness in 
continuing his offensive opposition to 
a colleague on the committee. 

“It was a puzzle to me at that 
time, and I could not understand what 
the man was driving at, or where he 
thought he would finally get off. 

“It came to my knowledge, though, 
that his daughter had married oa 
Bnight of Columbus, who lives in 
Augusta, Ga., and this Knight of Co- 
lumbus was one of th: men who 
hounded me with that criminal prose- 
cution in the district court. 

“When you digest this fact about 
Phinne’ son-in-law being one of those

Admits “Damning.” 

“I freely admit that I was furlous- 
ly worked up, and that I ‘damned’ 
Phipps in a good old-fashioned way, 
calling him a tax-dodging millionaire, 
who was presuming‘ upon his wealth 
to run over a southern senator. I 
told him in effect that if he would 
come down those steps and meet me 
on the floor, I would knock him down 
and maul him. 

“He then said he would call for 
protection from the sergeant-at-arms 
—the sergeant-at-arms has no juris- 
diction outside the senate chamber, 
but the police were in full sight and 
hearing, and they made no motion 


whatever to prevent us from clinching. 


“Apparently they were on my side, 
for Phipps is very unpopular, except 
with a few of his millionaire col- 
leagues, on the republican side, and he 
never condescends to notice the em- 
ployees in the senate or in the de- 
partments. 

Calls Phipps Insolent. 

“On the contrary, I am as polite to 
the humblest employee as am to 
the highest headed senator; conse- 
quently, everyone who expressed an 
opinion about the incident, thought 
that I treated Phipps exactly right. 

“He had no business to open up a 
correspondence with my enemies at 
Tennille, Dixie and Savannah. 

“His conduct was most insolent and 
unprecedented. 

„J told him, in the committee room, 
that if the case were reversed, and 
he were objecting to a nominee in 
Colorado, I would not hesitate a mm- 
ute in deciding i» his favor. I would 
not have presumed to go over his 
head and open up a correspondence 
with his constituents in Colorado. 

“The three men to whom I have 
objected have been writing to Phipps; 
not to me—they have not written me 
a line, and they have boasted that 
they would get the appointments over 
my head. In Savannah, particularly, 
the statement was made by Denny 
and Ourran that they did not ask me 
any odds, that Phillips would have 
them confirmed, in spite of my opposi- 
tion. 

“Denny was not confirmed, a 
Jack Curran will not be postmaster 
et Savannah.”

Several Weeks 


Reports to State Department 
Of Agriculture Show 
Damage in South. 


Orops in Georgia and the entire 
southeastern section are several weeks 
behind their usual schedule, due to 
the unprecedented rainfall that has 
held back planting and prevented 
farmers from putting their ground in 
condition, it was stated Tuesday by 

: Brown, commissioner df agricul- 
ture, following reports received from 
various sections of the state.\ 

The precipitation during the spring 
months has exceeded uormal oy more 
than 20 inches of rainfali according 
to figures obtained from C. F. Von 
Herrmann, weather — for 
Georgia. The total rainfall for May 
up until Tuesday, including the del- 
uge shortly before noon, shows that 
6.71 inches of rain has fallen in Atlan- 
ta and vicinity. This exceeds normal 
by approximately 3.50 inches, Mr. 
von Herrmann stated. 

Tuesday’s rainfall registered 1.14 
inches and was one of the hardest ex- 
perienced hereabouts in many weeks, 
‘both Mr. von Herrmann and Mr. 
Brown agreed. The fact that it was 
purely a local cloudburst, which ex- 
tended from West Atlanta over the 
city, probably prevented crops in the 
outliying sections from cousideradle 
damage, it was stated. The storm ex- 
pended itself before reaching Lecatur 
on the east, and very little rain was 
noted in that section. 

“The unusually inclemant season 
augmented by cold weather in the ear- 
ly spring has caused planting and 
preparation of soil to have been de- 
loyed several weeks,” declared Mr. 
Brown. “Thanks to the suushiny 
weather experienced during the last 
few days, the farmers have been en- 
= to put in some good work. This 

has helped considerably, but in spite 
of the good weather during this pericd, 
crops will be, later this year than in 
several years."

North Ireland Govern- 
ment Will Intern Cap- 
tured Men in Effort to 
End Reign of Terror. 


Belfast, May 23.—By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Three hundred or more 
prisoners were taken by specia) con- 
stables in the various counties of Ul- 
ster today. The prisoners comprised 
for the most part officers and men 
of the Irish republican army, as well 
as members of the Sinn Fein and other 
organizations opposed to the consti- 
tuted authorities here. 

Although the northern government 
had contemplated drastic action 
against the Sinn Fein, it was the as- 
sassination of W. J. Twaddell, a mem- 
ber of the northern parliament, that 
really decided the government to act 
promptly. But at the same time it 
reduced the number of captives in the 
roundup, as many of the leading re- 
publicans left Belfast, dreading re- 
— and thus escaped the police 
net. 


The prisoners will be interned, but 
the place of their internment has not 
yet been det4rmined. Bally Kinlar 
camp is not available, as military oc- 
cupy it at the present time. 

remier Craig in parliament today 
declared that the recent serious dis- 
orders made it clear that forcible ac- 
tion was necessary; consequently, he 
had issued a new regulation making 
membership in the Irish republican 
army an offense in itself.

BRITAIN To ONLY 
ONE TO PAY U.S. 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, May 23.—With the 
passing of May 15, another date for 
paying interest on foreign obligations, 
the United States is still “holding 
the sack,” with no activity by any 
of her major debtors, save Great 
Britain, toward reducing their obli- 
gations. 

Accumulated interest on this gov- 
ernment’s four outstanding war loans 
now. stands, in round nimbers, as 
follows: 

Great Britain ......$530,000,000 

France . .cessesee 344,000,000 

Italy.. . 210,000,000 

Belgium 44,500,000 


Total . ........$1,159,500,000 

Despite the fact that the Ameri- 
can foreign debt-funding commission 
was named and empowered by con- 
gress weeks ago, formal notification 
of readiness to proceed with the work 
has been indicated by only two pow- 
ers—Great Britain and France. 
France has notified this government 
of the personnel of her funding com- 
mission, without indicating when she 
would be ready to proceed, while in- 
formal conversations already have be- 
gun between Secretary Hughes and 
Ambassador Geddes toward laying the 
foundation for the funding of the 
huge British obligation. 

Reduces Principle. 

On the interest-paying date, May 
15, Great Britain alone paid money 
into the American treasury—$915,- 
000 in interest and $12,000,000 in 
principle on that portion of her debt 
which had to do with silver advances 
totaling $120,000,000 during the war, 
provided by special law. England ex- 
pects to clear this debt off—a nego- 
tiation distinct from the main war 
loan—within the next year. The prin- 
cipal of her indebtedness to the United 


States, after her May 15 payments, 
stood at approximately $4,139,000,000. 
The principal of the other three 
powers on that date was as follows: 
France, $3,358,104,083; Italy, $1,- 
648,034,050, and Belgium, $377,564,- 
208—a total of approximately $9,525,- 
020,791 for the four powers, or $10,- 
684,520,791, interest included. 
There’s a Reason. 

With informal conversations be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain now under way it is the hope 
of officials here that the British debt 


will have been funded by July 1. No 
plans whatever have been made for 


proceeding with the others. There is 
a reason for this. 

It is not generally realized that, 
when congress passed the bill creat- 
ing the American debt funding com- 
mission, it gave the commission very 
limited powers. There was nothing 
for the state department to do but 
send merely a copy of the empowering 
act to the foreign capitals concerned 
and it was purely up to those capitals 
whether they acted on the matter or 
not.
